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California School Trustees and Boards 
of Education 


The California public school system is a distinctively democratie 
institution. The assurance of the democracy of that institution resides 
in the fact that elected representatives of the people are charged with 
the responsibility of administering our public schools. The mainte- 
nance of the democratic aspect of public education in California is as 
much dependent upon the type, the interest, the ability of school board 
members or school trustees as it is upon the quality of instruction 
offered to the child in the classroom. 

The close relationship which exists between the school board mem- 
ber or the school trustee and the future of his community and common- 
wealth, is one which is particularly recognized by the State Depart- 
ment of Education. Not because at this particular time these board 
members are due a word of compliment and appreciation, for always 
our thanks are due them, but because of a reaffirmation of con- 
fidence and a restatement of the importance of the place the school board 
member or trustee occupies in the category of public service we present 
this statement. No one can doubt that the unselfish devotion to the 
cause of public education which is manifest by thirteen thousand trus- 
tees and school board members in our state is one of the most impor- 
tant aspects of public service. These worthy public servants with much 
sacrifice to themselves, with little hope of even an appreciation of 
their services, give of their time and their energy to the study of the 
problems of education as well as educational administration, to the 
interpretation of the schools to the people whom they represent, and 
to the maintenance of standards of acceptance as set by their own 
boards. 

The school board has the future of the nation and the progress of 
2ll of our people as its responsibility. The community that does not 
rally to the program of the school board is negligent of one of its 
highest duties. The inferiority or superiority of the moral, social, and 
economic status of a community is largely dependent upon the service 
this admirable body renders to its community. The mere fact that 
over 50 per cent of the population of our state is served in one way or 
another by the schools should demonstrate the significance of the job 
of being a school trustee or a member of a board of education. The 
business aspects of the job are tremendous in magnitude. No larger 
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expenditures are made for any single function of state service than 

those which are made through boards of trustees and boards of educa- 

tion in the interest of an improved citizenry and an elevated civili- 
zation. Guarding the educational rights of more than a million pupils 
in our schools, far more important than guarding the five billion dol- 

lars worth of public school property in the State of California, is a 

significant statement of the responsibility which rests upon these 

hoard members. The importance from a financial standpoint of the 
stewardship for which these boards may answer, is an indication of 
the demands that citizens make upon these public officers when they 
elect them to their responsibilities. Annually they supervise and 
expend more than one hundred million dollars. 

Devoted, dynamic, aggressive, altruistic citizenship is the example 
their service presents for us. A few of their duties are the following: 

1. The approval of the policy to be carried out in the educational 

activities of their community. 

2. The development and enforcement of rules and regulations for 
the government of the employees whom they select to carry out 
these policies. 

3. The approval and defense of the school budget to be annually 

prepared and expended. 

The securing of facts concerning the needs of schools. 

The interpretation of facts and the development of reports to 

the end that the program and policy of the board is advanced 

and accomplished.

If the community selects from its best citizens those individuals 
who are called upon to serve, the measure of the confidence it ean con- 
tinually place in such representatives as it selects should be in terms 
of the measure of support it offers when they have once been selected. 
To eall from the ranks of heavy duty in private affairs to service on 
the board of trustees or board of education an individual who has been 
willing to make the sacrifice is but to indicate to every citizen of the 
community that his sincerest effort to understand and assist should be 
extended to that man who so serves. 

The relationship existing between the school board or the board 
of trustees and the administrative, supervisory and teaching staff is a 
relationship of cooperative responsibility in so far as that relationship 
is interpreted to the citizens of the community. 

The teaching staff, the supervisory and administrative agents, 
other than the superintendent, look to the board of education for 
direction, approval, assignment and support through the office of the 
superintendent of schools, the administrative head of the entire system. 
sy such procedure school trustees and school boards are given uncon- 
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fused recommendation for their procedure by route of direct and proper 
channel. 

Every activity of public education demands of school board mem- 
bers, administrative and supervisory officials, as well as teaching staff 
that there be evident ample proof of the practice of the rigid econ- 
omies; of reassurance of the wisdom of every educational procedure ; 
of the thorough-going elimination of waste, duplication of effort and 
lost motion; of the absolute worth, for the advantage of the community 
as well as for the progress of the child, of each classroom activity ; 
of assurance that in amount by years, in extent by courses, in effective- 
ness by enrichment, and in accord with the best state-wide educational 
procedure, a program of education which the community supports is 
adequate and proper. 

The State Department of Education is mindful of its very definite 
relationships in connection with the responsibilities of boards of edu- 
cation and school trustees and their relationships to administrative 
and educational officials. It is mindful of the great body of law which 
is involved in the management of our schools and it is mindful of the 
need for understanding and interpretation. It offers its services 
wherever they may be of assistance, and for those who are desirous of 
extending their study of this essential aspect of publie education a few 
pertinent references are here offered :

Attorney General’s Opinions 


DISTRICTS 
Contracts 

When, under the provisions of School Code section 6.30, the govern- 
ing board of a school district calls for bids upon which a contract is to be 
awarded, it must either award the contract to the bidder who is in fact 
the lowest responsible bidder or reject all bids. (A. G. O. 7681, August 
25, 1931.) 

Under the provisions of Senate Bill No. 26 (Chapter 397, Statutes 
of 1931), the governing board of a school district in ealling for bids for 
the construction of public works, must specify in detail in the call for 
bids the prevailing rate of wages for such work as fixed by such govern- 
ing board under the terms of the said bill. (A. G. O. 7695, August 


28, 1931.) 


Counsel, Legal 

When an action is brought against a school district for injury to 
any pupil for any cause under the provisions of School Code sections 
2.800-2.806, the duty of defending the district is imposed by the sections 
upon the district attorney of the county within which the district is 
located and the governing board of the school district can not engage 
and pay special counsel to defend the district. (A. G. O. 7687, August 
26, 1931.) 

PUPILS 

Attendance 

Under School Code sections 3.301, 3.302, 3.306, and 3.307 as those 
sections appear in Senate Bill No. 843 (Chapter 1141, Statutes of 1931) 
pupils residing in a high school district situated in one county may 
attend in a high school district situated in another county subject, of 
course, to other pertinent provisions of the School Code governing such 
attendance. (A. G. O. 7690, August 27, 1931.) 


TEACHERS 
Dismissal 
Under School Code section 5.681 the notice of dismissal given a 
probationary teacher must be in writing. An oral notice of dismissal 


is insufficient. (A. G. O. 7663, August 5, 1931.)

DISTRICTS 

Contracts 

1. A contract under which the governing board of a school district 
agrees to purchase land when in fact the district had no funds available 
for the purchase, is unenforceable for the reason that such a contract is 
forbidden by section 18 of Article XI of the Constitution of California. 

2. A contract which attempts to bind the governing board of a 
school district to a particular line of official action toward a predeter- 
mined result is void as being against public policy.

Appellate Court Decisions 


PUPILS 
Employment of 

The employment of a child in violation of the provisions of the Com- 
pulsory Education Law (School Code sections 1.130—1.340) by employ- 
ing a child who did not have a work permit does not of itself impose any 
liability upon the employer for injury to the child at the place of 
employment where there is not shown a connection between the injury 
and the absence of the permit. 

An employer cannot be charged with violation of the Child Labor 
Law (Deering Act 3625) and therefore liable for injury to a child when 
the child is employed in a place of employment not prohibited by the 
Child Labor Law and the injury occurred by reason of the child violat- 
ing instructions given him by his employer.

TEACHERS 

Dismissal of 

Where a teacher as petitioner in a proceeding in mandamus to 
compel his restoration as a public school teacher after dismissal by the 
governing board of a school district, defaulted and a default judgment 
was entered against him because the petitioner’s attorney relied upon a 
custom of attorneys not to take a default judgment without notice, and 
the petitioner’s attorney swears that the petitioner did not have a fair 
and impartial trial before the governing board of the school district, 
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that the charges against the petitioner were false and frivolous, and that 
hearsay and rumors were admitted in evidence by the board, the default 
judgment may be vacated.

Contracts 

In interpreting Senate Bill No. 26 (Chapter 397, Statutes of 1931), 
the following definitions are applicable to the terms indicated : 

1. ‘‘Publie work’’ includes all construction work done for a school 
district under the direction and supervision or by the authority of the 
district and all construction or repair work done under contract. 

2. ‘‘Loeality in which work is performed’’ means the territory com- 
prised within the school district. 

3. ‘‘General prevailing rate of per diem wages’ 
determined upon by the governing board of the school district awarding 
a eontraect or authorizing the work. The decision of the governing

The rate fixed must in fact be the general prevailing rate which 
may be further defined as the fair market rate of wages.

AMERICAN EDUCATION WEEK 

The eleventh annual American Education Week will be observed 
November 9-15, 1931. The program will be sponsored as it has been for 
a decade by the United States Office of Education, the American Legion, 
and the National Education Association. Not for many years have the 
schools so needed the support which comes from understanding and 
appreciative cooperation. In hundreds of communities during Ameri- 
can Edueation Week, teachers will begin or improve plans to interpret 
to the public the aims, needs, and achievements of the schools. 

The schools belong to the people. They are an expression of the 
hopes of the people for the future of their children and of the nation. 

The general topie for American Edueation Week is What the 
Schools Are Helping America to Achieve. The themes for special 
emphasis each day are as follows: 

Monday, November 9. What the schools are helping America 
to achieve in economic progress. Schools may illustrate this by pub- 
lishing a special edition of the school paper featuring interviews with 
prominent business men, editorials on education and economie progress, 
articles on the opportunities for vocational training in the local schools, 
statements or quotations from members of the local chamber of com- 
merce, stories of the industries and business of the local community. 
Student interviews may be arranged with business men to be broad- 
cast from local radio stations. A student placement service may be 
established under the sponsorship of the board of education and appro- 
priate representatives of the business and industrial world. 

Posters may be prepared showing men and women engaged in occu- 
pations requiring training and skill. Statements should be ineluded on 
the value of edueation such as quotations from loeal business men on 
why they prefer to employ high school graduates. 


Tuesday, November 10. What the schools are helping America 
to achieve in child health and protection. A school health officer 
should speak on What the Schools Do to Promote Sound Health, stress- 
ing physical examinations and inspections, school lunches and cafeteria 
service, how health is taught in the schools, clinies, courses in health, 
liygiene, physiology, eare of the sick, and physical training. Demon- 
strate a physical examination such as the schools give to pupils, before 


a parent-teacher meeting. Exhibit instruments and supplies of the 
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school medical clinic. An effort should be made to interest citizens in 
a survey and appraisal of all agencies in the community which help in 
preventing and curing child delinquency. A study may be made to 
determine whether child delinqueney in your community is decreasing 
or increasing. Articles for the newspaper could be prepared on the 
work of the visiting teachers. 


Wednesday, November 11. What the schools are helping Amer- 
ica to achieve in citizenship and loyalty to law. Appropriate 
addresses should be made in school on the necessity of schools to a demo- 
cratic form of government, how the schools teach national ideals through 
the biographies of our national heroes, how the schools teach the machin- 
ery of government in nation, state and community, the development of 
habits of good citizenship through school government. The program 
for this day will be planned in many communities in close cooperation 
with the loeal posts of the American Legion. Memorial exercises may 
be held in the schools for graduates and former students who lost their 
lives in the World War. <A pageant might depict community or state 
history. An interesting activity would be the preparation of an honor 
roll for your community which carries the names of citizens now living 
who have eontributed to the welfare of your community. Cooperation 
may be extended the Boy Scouts in their Armistice Day program. 


Thursday, November 12. What the schools are helping America 
to achieve in the improvement of rural living. Suitable topics for 
addresses and articles are Distinguished Men Our Farms Have Pro- 
dueed, How Consolidation of Schools is Improving Rural Education, 
The Importance of Farming as an Occupation, The Rural School’s Con- 
tribution to World Advancement. 

A high school agriculture class may prepare a farm exhibit of farm 
products, models of farm machinery, crop rotation, terrace farming, and 
the like. A high school could manage a field day for neighboring rural 
schools. Pupils could be encouraged to make a_ list of common food- 
stuffs that are not raised in the United States but which must be 
imported from foreign countries. The pioneers of your community 
could be honored in a program dedicated to The Pioneer. 

Posters should be prepared showing the little red schoolhouse, a 
farm home, a farmer at work in the field, or other rural motifs. The 
kindergarten and primary grades would be interested in dramatizing 
farm life. 

Edward Eggleston’s THE Hooster SCHOOLMASTER and Washington 
Irving’s THE LEGEND orf SLEEPY HoLuow will be found suitable reading 
for this day. 


Friday, November 13. What the schools are helping America to 
achieve through a higher level of intellectual life. The program 
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should include an address by the city librarian on The Number and 
Kind of Books Read in Our Community ; and an address by an English 
teacher on How the Schools Create a Taste for Good Literature; an 
address by a science teacher on How the Schools Help Youth Under- 
stand the World of Seience and Invention; an address by a biology 
teacher on How the Schools Create an Appreciation for the World of 
Nature. 

Saturday, November 14. What the schools are helping America 
to achieve through the enrichment of adult life. Suggested topics 
for the day’s program are Teaching Old Dogs New Tricks; Why Stop 
Learning ?; Increasing Leisure and Adult Education; Books for Adults 
of All Ages, by a member of the loeal public library staff ; Local Oppor- 
tunities in Evening Classes, by the superintendent of schools or director 
of evening schools; Adventures in Flower Gardening, by a member of 
the loeal garden club; Opportunities for Musie Lovers in Our Com- 
munity. 

Sunday, November 15. What the schools are helping America 
to achieve through high ideals of character and home life. In many 
communities the programs of the day will be held in the churches. 
They will be presented by the chureh and school. Clergymen and 
leaders of young people’s societies should be asked to participate. Pro- 
«rams may be built around the following topics: What the Schools Do 
to Teach High Ideals of Home Life; What the Churches Do to Teach 
High Ideals of Character; and What the Home Does to Teach High 
Ideals of Character. It would be well to arrange with ministers well in 
advance for special services on American Education Week Sunday. 
Civie clubs and other community organizations should be invited to 
attend these services as groups and a section of seats should be reserved 
for each organization. Church congregations should be provided with 
the services of school musi¢ organizations on this particular Sunday. 

A Sunday afternoon service may be held in the school auditorium 
and a symposium arranged of brief addresses by representatives of 
different races and creeds on the contribution of the school, home, and 
church in character training.

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Cribute to David Starr Jordan 


Life gives us few examples of truly great men. Genius is too 
often so delicate in feeling and nerve balance, or so passionately 
exhaustive in inspiration and ardor, that many of our greatest leaders 
experience times of depression, passion, or uncontrolled anger, for 
which they and their biographers are afterwards rightfully ashamed. 
In David Starr Jordan, however, the world has known a man with 
ideals and aspirations of the highest order, governed by a fine sense 
of relative values, an inherent ability to organize and administer, and 
a calm faith in the final evaluation of society. 

Perhaps the finest aspect of this great educator’s character was 
his ability to remain a commoner, a friend of his faculty and students, 
a worker with various progressive groups, while praise and recogni- 
tion were being showered upon him. The greatest evidence of his 
genius will be found in his understanding of life, and his ability to 
interpret it and bend it to his ideals. His jingles, written from time 
to time for pure amusement, are fresh and original. His children’s 
stories form a library in themselves, and not only display his under- 
standing of child life, but also reveal his ability to so organize a very 
busy life, that his children and family would not suffer neglect. 

As a tireless scientist, accurate in detail, he passes on, preeminent 
in his special field. As the builder of a great university—the organ- 
izev of an ideal, and the administrator of it, he stands supreme in 
American life. When he became president of Indiana University, he 
was the youngest college president in our country, and when he finally 
retired from the leadership of Stanford University. he had experienced 
the longest term of service of any university president in America. 
Though he never wanted to be an executive officer, he accepted leader- 
ship responsibilities when fate so dictated, and discharged them with 
outstanding merit. In the midst of these activities, he traveled as a 
naturalist and explorer for the sheer love of it, and produced numer- 
ous volumes and pamphlets on educational and scientific subjects, 
because he enjoyed it. 

For many years. Doctor Jordan was famous as an outstanding 
advocate of world peace. He saw the futility and economic waste of 
war with an extraordinary vividness, and scored war, and the forces 
behind war, in unanswerable terms from the public rostrum and 
through printed pamphlets and books. If society ever succeeds in 
outlawing war, Doctor Jordan’s analysis of its causes and cures will 
have contributed powerfully toward the final success. 

Religiously, Doctor Jordan was a liberal. Despite his other 
activities, he preached in hundreds of pulpits throughout the United 
States, and to this day, many of his sermons are reproduced in 
pamphlet form. by his church organization. 

Outstanding qualities of Doctor Jordan’s character were his 
freedom from petty controversies and his tolerance toward all types 
of minds and peoples. He was convincing, but never vindictive; 
persuasive but not sarcastic. His power lay in the truth he spread. 
Where may we turn for a finer example—a more practical illustration 
of how man may govern himself, live happily with his family, and 
render generous service to all mankind? Education may well be 
proud of this great California educator. Every public school should 
mourn his passing, and should attempt to bring the superb example 
of his life into the consciousness of its students.

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NATIONAL STUDENT FORUM ON THE PARIS PACT 


The National Student Forum on the Paris Pact is ready for the 
third year to assist high school principals to introduce a rudimentary 
study of international relations and particularly of the Paris Peace Pact 
into the programs of their social science classes. Dr. William John 
Cooper, United States Commissioner of Education, says unequivocably 
that, as the Pact is now the law of the land and also international law, 
‘‘the schools are under obligation to teach it.’’ He says also that the 
National Student Forum ‘‘has proved its value as a motivating factor.”’ 

The Forum is ready to help schools by providing bibliographies, 
syllabi copies of the 1931-1932 prospectus, and teaching units for the 
teachers and special factual material for the students. These may be 
had upon request. The Forum also offers the opportunity for the school 
to participate, if it wishes, in the school, state, and national essay-writing 
contests. The national winner in these contests receives a free place in 
the Forum’s International Relations Observation Group for study travel 
in Europe, and other winners have special consideration for admission 
to this select group. 

Last year 200,000 students in over 2,600 high schools participated 
in this work, every state in the Union being represented as well as 
Hawaii, Alaska, and Porto Rico. This year it is expected that a half- 
mi'lion students will take part. Information may be obtained from

RINGWORM OF THE FEET 

Many school officials are anxious to know what may be done in their 
schools to prevent the spread of ringworm of the feet. 

The JOURNAL OF THE AMERICAN MEpICAL AsSsOcIATION, of April 18, 
1931, page 1300, contains an article by Wm. Gould, M. D., entitled 
‘Ringworm of the Feet.’’ This article gives a good presentation from 
the point of view of treatment and prophylaxis by the use of sodium 
thiosulphate in 10 per cent to 15 per cent solution as a foot bath. Also 
in the JoURNAL OF THE AMERICAN MEpICAL AssociATION, of August 15, 
1931, page 455, is an article by Earl D. Osborne, M. D., and Blanche S. 
Hiteheock, of Buffalo, N. Y., on ‘‘The Prophylaxis of Ringworm of the 
Feet.’’ They have used sodium hypochloride in 2 per cent solution, 
have checked their results by laboratory methods, and have proved that 
this solution is superior to sodium thiosulphate, and much more eco- 
nomiecal. 

School administrators and physical education instructors should 
read these articles in order to protect school children from acquiring 
this particular type of infection. 


ESTABLISHMENT AND MAINTENANCE OF JUNIOR COLLEGES 

Dr. Arnold E. Joyal has recently completed at the University of 
California a doctoral dissertation entitled ‘‘Factors Relating to the 
Establishment and Maintenance of Junior Colleges, with Special Refer- 
enee to California.’’ This study contains material of significance to all 
those interested in publie education in California, and particularly to 
those engaged in service ins California junior colleges. A summary of 
Dr. Joyal’s findings follows: 


’ 


1. Analysis of California junior college legislation would seem to indicate 
that arbitrary standards in the School Code for the establishment of junior 
college districts are not a solution to California’s junior college problem. 

2. The maximum number of students per class in practically all subjects 
is 30, the optimum 20, and the minimum 10. For a few the maximum is 35, 
and the optimum 25. The optimum teaching load is 15 hours per week and 
the maximum is 18. 

3. Twenty-one per cent of all classes in district junior colleges in Cali- 
fornia have an enrollment of fewer than 10 and in the three smallest districts 
31.7 per cent of the classes enroll fewer than 10. In departmental junior col- 
leges 40 per cent of the classes are under 10. The average teaching load is 15 
hours per week. 

4. In the twelve district junior colleges the average salary cost per period 
is $91.73; enrollment hour, $4.49; credit hour, $6.77. In the departmental 
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junior colleges the corresponding averages are $66.83, $4.39, and $7.38. Unit 
costs by subjects range from $1.37 to $41.67 per enrollment hour, and $1.42 to 
$41.67 per credit granted in district junior colleges. Costs in departmental 
junior colleges range from $2.35 to $19.30 per enrollment hour and from $2.82 
to $39.67 per credit granted. The average cost per enrollment hour and per 
credit granted for salaries in district junior colleges is approximately twice as 
great as comparable cost at the University of California. Teachers’ salaries 
comprise 64.4 per cent of total current expenditures. 

5. The junior college is not strictly a community institution in California. 
Forty-one per cent of all junior college A. D. A. is nonresident, and 17.8 per 
cent of the nonresident A. D. A. comes from counties other than the one in 
which the institution is located. The probable enrollment of a proposed junior 
college may be predicted from an analysis of A. D. A. in the schools in the 
county. In 1929-80 the junior colleges had on the average 35 units of junior 
college A. D. A. for each 1000 units of elementary A. D. A. in the county, 117 
units of A. D. A. for each 1000 units of high school A. D. A., and 671 units of 
A. D. A. for each 1000 graduates of high schools in the county. Forty-five per 
cent of all graduates of California high schools who entered institutions of 
higher learning entered junior colleges in 1930. 

6. The basic minimum standards as derived in this study, for the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of a district junior college in California are: 

A. An area with a maximum radius from the proposed junior college 
of 20 miles. 

B. A minimum high school A. D. A., within the proposed district, of 
1250. 

C. A minimum enrollment of 200 to 333 students, depending upon 
course offerings. 

D. A minimum of eight full-time teachers, exclusive of administra- 
tive or supervisory officers. 

EK. A minimum offering of 120 periods of work per week, in no less than 
20 courses per semester. 

F. Sufficient assessed wealth in the district to raise from $15,900 to 
approximately double that amount per year for current expenditure. 


Finally, assessed valuation and tax rates are not to be considered as the 
final determinants for the establishment of a junior college district. Local 
patrons of a junior college may decide that a junior college should be main- 
tained irrespective of what it will cost, but unless certain size groups of stu- 
dents are provided, it is questionable whether or not the desirable educational 
objectives can be achieved in the several courses. 


THE COMMON COLD 

Dr. Giles 8. Porter, Director of the California State Department of 
Public Health, is authority for the statement that there is no other 
single ailment that is so prevalent as the common cold and that all chil- 
dren with common colds should be excluded from school. Following is 
a summary of recent statements by Dr. Porter: 

Children who give the appearance of coming down with a common 
cold may in truth have measles, whooping cough, scarlet fever, diph- 
theria, epidemic meningitis, epidemic poliomyelitis, influenza, or pneu- 
monia. For these reasons the careful management of children who may 
show the symptoms of a common cold is a matter of importance in com- 
municable disease control. 

As a matter of fact, the common cold itself in any child may be a 
serious affair. To neglect the care of a common cold in a child is neglect 
of the grossest type. If every child suffering from these common symp-

toms were isolated immediately, placed in bed, and made to rest until 
they had abated, many very serious diseases might be controlled better. 
It is doubtful, in fact, that there is any other single measure in com- 
municable disease control that might be more effective.

RULING BY INDUSTRIAL WELFARE COMMISSION 
The Industrial Welfare Commission, after giving careful considera- 
tion to all the factors involved, has ruled that members of duly super- 
vised vocational classes in the packing industry may work one hundred 
hours without pay, thereafter to be paid not less than the apprenticeship 
wage in this industry, which would be 25 cents per hour for three 
months, after which the minimum wage of 334 cents per hour prevails.

FIRST APPORTIONMENT OF STATE SCHOOL FUNDS, 1931-32 

The first apportionment of state school funds for the school year 
ending June 30, 1932, was made on September 10, 1931. These funds 
were apportioned to the more than 3,500 school districts based upon the 
following average daily attendance reported for the preceding school 


year.

Due to legislation enacted by the Legislature of 1931, the state ele- 
mentary school fund has been apportioned to each elementary school 
district, rather than to the several counties of the state as the law pre- 
viously required. This change makes for greater uniformity in appor- 
tioning school funds, as the state high school and junior college funds 
have always been apportioned to each district concerned. The number 
of pages included in the apportionment publication has increased mark- 
edly this year, and it is now possible to determine the amount to be 
received by each school district in the state. 

The state will apportion a total of $1,051,200 to the district junior 
colleges during the year 1931-32. Only 50 per cent of this total amount 
ean be transferred to the respective county treasuries at this time, 
however, due to the late arrival of Federal moneys accruing to the 
state junior college fund. The remaining 50 per cent of the junior 
college apportionment will be forwarded to the county treasurers as 
soon as possible. 
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The following table, which is a partial summary of the apportion- 
ment publication, indicates the amount of state funds to be apportioned

This calendar covers the period from July 1, 1931, to June 30, 1933, 
and with its publication CaLirorntA ScHoous will cease to carry the 
usual monthly calendars. This calendar should therefore be preserved 
for reference. 

The purpose of this calendar is to indicate as completely as possible 
the time fixed for the performance of every act required to be done in 
connection with the administration of the public school system. In 
using the calendar reference should always be made to the provision 
of law referred to before performing the act required.
